thority, American Plans 


London, July 12—The British admiralty has received the following from Ad- 
miral Seymour: "Tien Tsin, Saturday—The Chinese continue fighting, ofEen 
shelling1 the settlements. They are efcct ending cheir lines along the Lu Tai 
An canal tcv the northeast and are appearing in greater force west of the city. 


"Yesterday we bombarded the city's immediate suburbs, which stopped thp 


Chinese gun fire for some time. 


"The Preach settlement station is most subject to attack. 
"Today there was another bombardment, 
I am steadily getting up mo-re guns. 
"Ten thousand troops are now here, Mdre required, but both Russians 


and Japanese are expected. 


Tteni Tsin, July 4—A homogeneous army half the strength of the allied forces 


could dot better worK tnan is being done byj toe allies. . The operations are 
dangerously handicapped. 


The safety of the city is imperilled by lack of organizationand we want one 


commander in control ot all the forces. 


Questfons of policy are discussed daily in internatiooal conferences which 


have no power to enforce the wishes of the majority. 


There is great need of more troops. T he present force of 10,000 is attempting 


to hold a lime 15 miles long around the city.

A British officer describes the situation as chaos. He sefid:

wasted many days in politeness and it is time we did something."

AMERICAN PLANS 


Will Supply Stores on Bad* of Ameri- 


can Independent Movement 


Washington, July 12—The plans of 


the war department for feeding the 
army in China have been gradually 
formulated.

ability of service in China, shall carry 
60 days rations which will be landed 
with them. 
Transportation for this- 


amount of stores has been furnished at 
once, so that the American contingent 
will be able to make a promot move 
forward, should it become necessary to 
act in semi-independence of the allied 
forces. 


Great and real impatience is ex- 


pressed by the department at the slow 
movement of the allies and personal 
friends of General 
Chaffee feel con- 


fident that if he were given a free hand 
from Washington he would inaugurate 
a decided movement immediately on 
arrival.

So far as their 
authority] allowed *hey worked hon- 
estly and in good faith whereby they 
conceived to be im the beet interests 
of the island. I cannot nee what more 
could be dono. 


One thing not in their power to sfive 


was a thing1 the Cuban needed most, 
establishment otf a peitijaiient form of 


sovermneiiit." 


The consul endorses the reports of 


Generals Brooke, Ludlow and Fitz- 
hugii Lee, in which they point out that 
until a settled government in an es- 
tablished capital, so necessary to the 
economy of the reconstruction of Cuba, 
would continue to bold aloof. 


Continuing- the consul pays tribute to 


the sanitary work of the United Sfates 
authorities, resulting in a remarkable 
diminition of mortality from yellow 
fever, and advises the establishment ot 
direct Bteajnshin communication be- 
tween Great Britain and Cuba in suite 
of previous failures in tals direction. 


In conclusion the consul remarks:

PRES, M'KINLEY NOTIFIED 


Scenes of Four Year Ago Re-enacted at 


Canton Today. Speeches by President 


McKinley and Senator Lodge are 


Accepted Lines oi Campaign 


Every Day.., 


Canton, Ohio, July 12—At the home of 


President McKinfley the scenes of four 
years ago were enacted with only a few 
changes in the roles. 


The occasion was the official notifica- 


tion of Mr. McKinley, the second time, 
that he was chosen the presidential 
nominee by the republicans. 


Senator Lodge: was spokesman for 


the committee. 


President MciKnley replied at length. 
There was real McKinley weather 


and decorations were everywhere. 


The speeches of Lodge and McKinlev 


are considered to a certain extent as 
the basis on which the trampaign will 
be fought and attracted especial at- 
tention. 
There was a great crowd 


around the building. The ceremonies 
were on the front porch. Luncheon 
was served in a huge tent. 


President UlcKinley's Speech 


In the speech of President McKinley 


to the notification committee he said: 


"The message you bring to me is one 


os signal honor. It is also a summons 
to duty. This signal nomination is a 
distinction to gratefully cherish. To 
receivip a unanimous renomination from 
the same party is an expression of re- 
gard and a pledge of continued confi- 
dence for which it is difficult to make 
adequate acknowledgment. 
If any- 


thing exceeds- the honor of the office of 
president it is the responsibility which 
attaches to the office. The declaration 
of principles adopteii at the conven- 
tion has my hearty approval." 


The vresident then reviewed the ad- 


dress on the similar occasion four years 
ago and reviewed the result of three 
years -and a half of administration, de- 
claring "we have prosperity at home, 
prestige abroad, the public faith has 
been, upheda and public order main- 


tained. 


"Some things happen which were not 


promised, not foreseen and our pur- 
poses- in relation to them must not be 
left in doubt. Our guarantees to the 
Cuban • eople will be sacredly executed. 
The Philippines are ours and American 
authority must be supreme throughout 
the archipelago. There will be broad 
and liberal amnesty but no abandon- 
ment of fur duty, no abatement of 
rights.

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SHAW GUILTY OF MURDER 


Sequel to a Man Hunt That Caused a 


Great Sensation in Vermont Sentiment 


Appears Divided as to Verdict 


Woodstock, Vt., July 12.—Prank Shaw, 


the young game poacher who, with his 
father, broke out of Windsor county jail 
on April 28, and who afterwards held a 
eheriflt's posse at *ay, was found guilty 
of murxter in the first dtgree for the kill- 
ing of Deputy Sber^fPHoffman of Whito 
Kiver Junction by'the Jury Wednesday. 
Sentence was withheld, because counsel 
•will carry the case to the supreme court, 
•which will meet hi October. 


Dustin Shaw, the father, will be called 


for sentence later, for break-Ing out of 
jail, and'for impeding an offlcar. 


The Shaw oases have be«n the sensa- 


tion of Windsor county since the trial 
began, on July 3,,area tho fttory of 1jha 
chase of the two Shaws was tola and re- 
told on the witness stand, until the many 
spectators aJmost had it by heart. Tha 
trial of Frank Shaw for murder waa 
brought about by the.fa.ot that witnesses 
who were to the sheriff's posse that had 
•urrounded the men- saw him deliberate- 
ly discharge his rifle fci th» direction of 
Deputy Sheriffff Hoffman. 


The pursuit of the Bhawa will be 


known In this Btate as about (the 4noat 
exciting man-hunt for many years, and 
it is one of the few oases where blood- 
hounds were brought into uae for trail- 
Ing service. 
The Shaw* were good 


woodsmen aoad practically got thedr 
livelihood bjWhunting aixkwoodohopplng. 
They were untutored and decidedly un- 
sociable, so that th*lr escape made them 
talked about as if they were border 
ruffians. 


At the time the Shaws were captured 


both were in a bad physical condition, 
Dustin from exhaustion, and Frank 
from the offsets of bullet wounda re- 
ceived during a furiEade of the officers. 
The younger Shaw had threatened that 
he would never be brcmgftt to trial, but 
bis bravado disappeared after ha re- 
turned to Windsor county Jail. 


It has been claimed that the yonngw 


Shaw had no intent to shoot to kill at the 
time Deputy Hoffman feJI, and for that 
reason the sentiment appears to be di- 
vided as to the verdict. The Jury was 
charged by Judge Munson, just before 
noon yesterday, and it was six hours 
before a verdict was reach-eel. 


The convincing argument of the prosa- 


eution appeared to be that of Lawyer 
SOckney, who maintained that ths 
younger Shaw was In full possession of 
his faculties up to and ajfter the dearth 
of Deputy Hoffman, and that his every 
act showed deliberate defiance of the 
law, and a determination to sacrifice 
life if necessary to secure free-lorn. Sev- 
eral times, with much dramatic action, 
Lawyer Stickney raised Frank Shaw's 
gun to his shoulder to Illustrate what he 
maintained waa the prisoner's attitude. 


Young Shaw heard the verdict with 


scarcely a change of countenance, in fact 
his nerve during- the trial has been 
something remarkable. 
Gilbert A. 


Davis, counsel for Shaw, will take the 
case to the supreme court on a number of 
exceptions which have been noted, and 
final disposal of the case will not come 
until fall.

Fractursd Skull Caused Death.

NEWS IN 


Bald to be defending tometgners. 


(According- to The Daily Mail's Shang- 


hai correspondent, LI Bung Chang ha* 
received an imperial decree ordering hi« 
Immediate departure for Pekin, pre- 
sumably to break the news of the Pekln 
tragedy to the European powers and, in 
his usual-role o^negotiator with Europe 
In difficult matters, to endeavor to act 
as mediator and to avert the veng-eanca 
of the powers. 


To add to the grtmness of this sug- 


gestion all advicee from Tien Tain tend 
to confirm the reports of the perilous 
condition of the allied forces and belie 
the optimistic Chinese rumors. Unless 
reinforcements speedily reach Tien Tarn 
another disaster may be expected. 


The Daily Mail's Tien Tsin correspon- 


dent, telegraphing July 6, says: "The 
situation is about, as bad as it can well 
be. I only trust that we shall not soon 
want relieving ourselves. A forward 
movement is impossible. From 30,000 to 
40,000 troops are wanted, and there are 
only 10,000 here. The foreign troops ar» 
working well together, but it is incon- 
venient that there is no supreme com- 
mander. In some quarters the feeling 
is, 'let us rescue Pekln and then clear 
out In favor of Russia.' " 


Other Tien Tsln correspondents say 


that no advance is possible until Sept. 1, 
and explanations are being asked by the 
papers here of the tardy action of Japan 
in sending troops, since it is known that 
she was ready and willing to send them, 
and that Russia raised no objection to 
her doing so. It is hinted that a diffi- 
culty arose as to the manner in which 
Japan was to be recouped for her heavy 
outlay. Rumors are current that Japan 
demanded the cession of a Chinese port. 


The Russian papers report that ths 


Boxers are ravaging Manchuria and 
have damaged 80 miles of the railway, 
threatening'Tattn and Kirm, while Port 
Arthur and- New Chwang are said to ba 
endangered. Russia therefore has noti- 
fied the powers of her intention to dis- 
patch a large military force to Man- 
churia. 


All kinds of stories come from Shang-- 


bai, which it Is impossible to verify. It 
is stated that the Boxers havemurdered 
the chancellor of the Pekin university 
and 60 of the members'of hls-fam!ly and 
retainers. 


A confidential officer of General Yung 


Lu, disg-uised as a Boxet, is reported to 
have crept into Prince Tuan'stent while 
the prince was sleeping, with the inten- 
tion of stabbing him. He was caught 
by the sentries, so the story goes, and 
decapitated on the spot. His head waa 
Bent, with Prince Tuan's compliments, 
to Yung Lu as a warning to him to be- 
ware.

Most of 
the bodies were re badly burned or mu- 
tilated that recognition was impossible, 
but several wen» Identified by Initials 
or names on articles taks>-n from parts 
of clothing that sometimes remained. 
All of them appeared to be of workmen 
In the holds ot the steamship. 


Great pumps were worked in the Saala 


yesterday and by 2:20 o'clock the vessel 
floated. The ship was embedded in nine 
or 10 feet of mud, and when she sud- 
denly freed herself she seemed to jump 
fuljy two feet out of the water. Tugs 
undertook to swing the stern of the 
Saale around toward the middle of the 
bay, but a mud bank on her starboard 
elde prevented, and after an hour's tug- 
ging' the attempt was abandoned. 


After the ninth body had been brought 


up the men.at work In the hold in the 
search for bodies anaounced that they 
had counted IB piled In a heap In the 
steward's room. The door of this room 
was foiHid locked. The fire did not get 
near the unfortunate 15 and their llvea 
might have been saved but for the 
breaking of the glass in the windows. 
When the windows were broken the 
room filled with water and they were 
drowned Itke rats in a trap. These 
bodies were in a better state of preser- 
vation than the nine found before them.

BE WET DOOMED? 


In the dispatches yesterday from 


flfcouth Africa, a portion of the active 
World sadly neglected of late, we were 
Informed that the collapse of General 
JDe Wet's forces was but a matter of 
Itime and a very short time at that. 
JDe Wet is one df the two remaining 
Boer generals of prominence who have 
declared never to yield to British force. 
The other is General Botha, command- 
«r-in.-chief of the Boer Armies and suc- 
toessor of Joubert. It was recorded re- 
«ently that these two .generals, and 
Ithelr men, had solemnly vowed to re- 
main unconauered in the field. While 
tthe one wasi at the front with his sword 
^drawn the other was never to surren- 
der. The compact showed the firmest 
resolution though it betrayed the de- 
epair of the Boer cause. And in It there 
was oromise of continued difficulties 
for Great Britain, For the conqueror 
there was left but one thine to do. 
to cruoh one of the generals. De Wet. 
the leseer af the two, seems to have 
been chosen as the one on whom to 
bring the pressure. The news is that 
Ibis collapse Is imiulnent. 
Thfs may 


be true and tt would be small wonder. 
Then it is expected that General Botha 
.will yield and thus the war in South 
Africa wiii end. Programs have before 
failed of being carried out In South 
•Africa, and this one may fall too or 
be radically -changed In the rendering.

The new* /ram China, is 
depressing and is such that it Instills 
the darkest forebodings. The veil has 
not been lifted from Pelcln and the cir- 
cumstances developing indicate, that 
when it is raised an awful tragedy will 
be disclosed. Communication between 
Bekin and the outer world is estab- 
lished, but the Chinese government^- 
of whatever name or nature it now Is—- 
monopolizes It and no tongue but Chi- 
nese sends word that foreigners are yet 
alive in the capital of mystery. And 
Chljia makes pleadings to the powers. 
Her arguments are that she is not to 
be blamed, that indeed, she alone is the 
sufferer and she alone has had the 
great bui*den to bear. Had not we, her 
defense runs, to contend with the pas- 
sions of an ignorant people, ready to 
vent themselves on Christians and the 
foreigners, and with the aggression of 
the foreign troops inciting these people 
to a recklessness over- v.'hloh we were 
unable to exercise restrictive control. 
Then she goes on and blames the for- 
eigner and the allied forces for all the 
trouble and calamity): 


"The anger of our people knew no 


bounds. They could not be restrained. 
The task of guarding the legations, 
which before was difficult, was made 
impossible. 


If it is Impossible for us to continue 


this protection, let it be represented to 
the powers that we must be held blame- 
less, for the anger of our people grows 
with the rising of each sun that sees 
more and yet more foreigners and sold- 
iers coming to overrun and lay waste 
our country and slay our people." 


This is accepted as preparing- the way 


for the coming to light of the recent 
history of Pekin and the civilized world 
is again shuddering in anticipation of 
the awful scenes that, it is now be- 
lieved, are about to be made known. 
The foreign offices of all the powers are 
forced to put the question, "If the 
ministers and foreigners are alive in 
Pekin why; are they not permitted to 
assure the nations of their safety?" 
The question is met by a Chinese wall. 
The United States secretary of state is 
about to put it direct to the Chinese 
minister at Washington and on the 
reply received much more than is now 
imagined may depend. The specious 
reasoning of the Chinese government 
will not avail it if the mutilated bodies 
of butchered men, women and children 
are found by the forces of the rowers 
where it has been expected to rescue 
the ministers and their families and the | 
wasted little bands that have been i 
protecting- them at the very seat of a j 
powerless or corrupt government. 


Serious as the condition at P~ekin is 


supposed to be, the situation at Tien 
Tsin is shown to be no less perilous. 
The anted troops are unable, it would 
seem, to keep the Chinese in check 
and the 
cityj is in serious danger. 


Ground already won from the investing 
troops and boxers has been retaken by 
them and the international army has 
suffered heavy losses. .Reinforcements 
are imperatively needed and the Amer- 
ican troops have arrived none too soou. 
It is clear from the posture of affairs 
at Tien Tsin that the allied admirals 
were correct when they decided an 
early advance on Pekin was imoracti- 
cable and that to attempt would be to 
leave Tien Tsin to a fate as horrifying: 
as that which is supposed to have 
overtaken the foreigners and Christ- 
ians in the capital.

We Have More Women Voealiits 


Than Men. 


In preparing a list of American con- 


cart singers it -was curious to note that 
the number of tenors juat exactly equal- 
ed the combined number of baritones 
and bassas. It is probably true that 
there are just ab"out two cultivated teu- 
ors to each baritone or bass. There are 
similarly about twice as many sopranos 
as there are mezzo sopranos or contral- 
tos, and there are probably two trained 
sopranos to every tenor. 


The reasons for these ratios are prob- 


ably these: A higher voice, being the 
more unusual, attracts to its owner the 
more attention. The natural tenor and 
soprano gp accordingly encouraged to 
cultivate -what may, after all, be only 
a mediocre ability. The mezzo soprano 
or baritone, however, is thought of as 
only an ordinary mortal, and a T*oice of 
the utmost possibilities may trt left to 
waste its fragrance ia the dark, unfath- 
omed caves of its owner's thorax. 


A village chtirch is the epitome of 


the world in this respect. The women 
"sing alto" or keep quiet, or strain and 
squeal at the top notes; the men drone 
out a bagpipish bass. The good voices 
are lost in the lugubrious average, but 
if there is a girl who takes the high 
notes flutily or a boy who can interpo- 
late the tenor part without danger of 
scarlet fever these voices sing out above 
the grounding chorus. Every one pricks 
ear to listen, and the word is passed 
that Sukey Smith or Jakey Jones "has 
a voice." It may be that that voice 
ought to be cultivated, it may be that it 
ought to be confiscated, but to the teach- 
er it must go. The steps from this first 
discovery to ^a career of public weal o* 
Woe are easy. 


So much for the disproportion of high 


and low professional singing. The fact 
that more women than men study song 
is doubtless to be accounted for by the 
superstition that flourishes in many dis- 
tricts that selling dry goods or keeping 
books is a more manly career than sing- 
ing. This public creed keeps many a 
man from developing the gold mine in 
his larynx. Besides, there is, especially 
in America, a sentiment that a man 
should not depend on Jus father after 
he has reached his majority. 


It is a wholesome sentiment on some 


accounts, a pernicious sentiment on oth- 
ers, but many a father will set his son 
tip in business with a sum of money 
which if devoted to paying his artistio 
tuition a few years on in his twenties 
misht give him a capital of unlimited 
possibilities.—Godey's Magazine.

He states that the road 
work on the mountain is progressing- 
well, and that it will be possible to 
drive ov<*r the mountain from here to 
Pittfifield tomorrow, althouyht a part 
of the new road is not yet finished, and 
the traveling: will be a little rought 
some of the way. The road Mr. Bauer 
is building- is from New Ashford to tue 
summit, but the county ie building an- 
other road to lead from Lanesboro. 
The contract for this has been let to 
Pocalo & Ferranti of Boston, who be- 
aran 
work yesterday. 
They 
have 


signed a contract to build about three- 
fourths of a mile this season, or as 
much as can be accomplished for 
$6600, whiqh constitutes the amount of 
the ap- ropriation for the year. A 
force of carpenters is now at work put- 
ting up a shanty on the side of the 
mountain for the Italians who are to 
do the trading- and blasting. An en- 
gineer from the firm of Barnes & 
Jenks of Pitts-field is to have direct 
supervision of the entire job. The con- 
tract calls- for the completion of the 
stretch by the first of October. 


The county road will circle around 


the summit of the mountain and in- 
tersect the New Ashford road at a 
point a mile or more southwest of the 
summit. It is expected this part of 
the roa.d will be finished this year. 


Eaily Saturday morning, Professor 


John Bascom of Williamstown, one of 
the Greylock park commissioners, is 
going to drive up Greylick from this 
side -and down the temporary highway 
on the Lanesboro side, thus making the 
complete circuit of the mountain. It 
will be the first time this trip has been 
taken witr a horse and carriage. 


Mr. Bauer states that it dees not seem 


to be generally understood that there is 
some one on the mountain to care for 
visitors- and teams. Mr. Bauer himself 
is in this position, and will make all 
comers as comfortable as possible with 
the conveniences at hand. It is tae 
road he is building over which Dr. 
Bascom will drive tomorrow. It em- 
braces a part of the old road from Ad- 
ams, which was in use many yes-rs 
ago.

Strange Death of Eugene 


Moshier on Florida 


Mountain Today 


HAD REINS TIED AROUND HIM 


When ha Stooped Behind Machine to 


Repair it, 
Horses Backed Onto 


Him Crushing Life Out 


Instantly 


Eugene Moshier, who has for several 


years owned a farm on Florida moun- 
tain not far frmo the central shaft, 
was killed in a strange manner this 
morning. He was driving a mowing 
machine, and as the custom of many 
drivers, had the reins tied around him. 


When something went wrong with 


the machine, he jumped cf£ behind, and 
knelt down to see what the trouble was 
This tightened the reins, and the horses 
backed, pushing the heavy machine 
onto Mr. Moshier. 


When found about 10 minutes later 


by men who saw the team stationary 
and with apparently no driver, he was 
dead. There were no cuts on the body, 
but it was terribly crushed. 


The indications were that the -wheels 


of the machine passed over him, crush- 
ing the life out 'almost instantly. He 
was not heard to call by any of those 
who might have heard. 


Medical examiner O. J. Brown of this 


city was summoned, and went up to 
investigate the case, but there was no 
doubt of the accidental nature of tie 
affair. 


Mr. Moshier lived on the farm, with 


his young wife, and had no ^children. 
She was greatly affected by the shock- 
ing death. 


Mr. Moshier was about 35 years old, 


and was well known on the: mountain 
and in this city, where he was frequent- 
ly seen.

"W- A. Benjamin" Returned 


Stolen Papers to Ger- 


man Count 


QUESTION AS TO IDENTITY 


No Such Man Lived Here. Friends of 


W. A. Bergamini Think he Cannot 


be Man. Details of the Arrest 


in New York 


W. A. Benjamin, as his name is given 


out by the New York police, supposed 
to be a former local man, who was ar- 
rested~ln~New York for trying to se- 
cure ?10,000 for the return of stolen 
papers, as reported in this paper yes- 
terday, was arraigned in the White 
Plains, N. Y., police court yesterday. 
Count Steinich, from whom the pacers 
were stolen, refused 
1.0 press 
the 


charge, however, aa the' papers had 
been returned to- him. jtr. Benjamin, 
after returning the valuable docu- 
ments, was allowed to go, a free man. 


Investigation here has shown tha,t 


some error has been made either by the 
New York police* or the New York 
papers, as no man of that name ever 
lived here who could be considered in 
ooinnection with the case. The local 
man of that name is at the present time 
a highly respected resident of the com- 
munity, while one other man of the 
name who formerly lived here, died 
some years asro. 


The name of W. A. Bergamini, who 


lived hare about three years, from 1886 
to 1889, was often mistaken for that of 
W. A. Benjamin, and in fact he was 
frequently called by the name of Beni- 
jamin by his friends. In view of the 
fact that the police recently received 
an inauiry from White Plains in re- 
gard to Mr. Bergamini's character, 
there was some thought of connecting 
the two names, but raose who knew 
Mr. Bergamini were not of the belief 
that it could be he. 


Mr. BePgamini made his headquar- 


ters at the Sturte-vant nouse in New 
York, but so far as known his wife 
and three children had not been living 
there. He came to this city as pay- 
master in the Johnson mills, living1 on 
West Main atreet, and after that was 
in the insurance 'business, being1 one of 
the founders of the co-operative bank. 
From here fie went to New York. 


A local man who knew Mr. Ber- 


gamindi recently icceivea a letter from 
him, asking for the loan of ?150, the 
letter being written 
on Sturtevant 


house paper. 


The following is an account given of 


the arrest as given in a New York 
paper: 


"Justice Capron at White Plains is- 


sued a warra-nt for the arrest o£ Ben- 
jamin, charging him with being an ac- 
cessory to the theft of the papers. 
Deputy Sheriff Kuss, in company with 
tephen Stelnich went yesterday to New 
York, where Steinich was to meet Ben- 
jamin and pay over the money. When 
the officer and Steinich entered the 
hotel by separate entrances Benjamin 
was sitting in the corridor. He had a 
parcel in his hands. After a whisr>ered 
conversation heTnvfted Steinich to the 
ladles' parlor. Steinich says he de- 
manded the money, saying that he had 
part of the documents and would de- 
liver them when he received S1000. Of- 
ficer Kuss then forcibly entered the 
parlor on a signal from Steinich. Ben- 
jamin was Indignant and at first re- 
fused to accompany the officer. Kuss 
would not be denied. He seized Ben- 
jamin and hustled him out of the hotel 
to the Grand Central station. 
The 


party boarded a Harlem train for 
White Flalna 


"Be-fore the train started Benjamin 


confessed that he knew the location of 
the remaining1 ^property and offered to 
take the office^ tot it. Kuss agreed and 
the party left the train and took a 
Fourth aarenue car to Spring street. 
near the Bowery, they entered a saloon 
and met John Kick, a professional safe- 
opeaer. The latter admitted] that he 
had the documents and delivered them 
over to the Deputy Sheriff. Kuss then 
took tha prisoner back to the station 
andl went to White Plains. Kick said 
he had found the documents in an 
abandoned safe which he was hired by 
Benjamin to open a year aero. 


The documents might prove of great 


worth to theives by asBistinei to sub- 
stantiate a bogus claim to the title of 
the count. The diploma which was 
missing Is signed by Empress Marie 
Teresa of Austria, and is dated in 1747. 
It raised the Steinich family to no- 
bility because of large possessions and 
heroic deeds on battlefields. Another 
article highly prized by the count was 
an illuminated alburn, which it took 
years to compile, dating1 from the 13th 
to the 16th centuries. It contains pic- 
tures and castles and a history of the 
Steinich family since the 10th century. 
The work was performed by monks in 
Austria. Two chronological charts of 
the family were misjiinff. 


The count has been a resident of 


White Plains for 49 years and for over 
a quarter of a century fee has inter- 
preted in the county and 
supreme 


courts. He speaks nearly a dozen lan- 
guages. He learned the profession of 
civil engineering in Austria. He was 
once attached to the United States 
coast survey. The count is now 'in his 
S4th y«ar. 


Stephen Steinich said tonight that 


the doctor to whom the father had 
loaned the document --va& Dr. Smit"b3, a 
former resident of North Adams, the 
city in which Benjamin lived. 
The 


prisoner says he is a real estate broker, 
•with, offices at 180 Broadway."

probably no man more profoundly dis-

nia's ablest scholars and business 
men. It Is therefore from the stand- 
point of friendship and with sorrow 
ttfot he confesses his own apprehen- 
sion, based upon what Is already 
known at Taku, that the legations at 
Peking have been destroyed and the 
members killed. 


The other night he discussed the 


present desperate state of affairs In 
China with candor, analyzing the 
causes which have bred the present 
trouble, pointing out the significance 
of the situation and Imploring the civ- 
ilized nations to reflect well before fur- 
ther Involving themselves In a strife 
which, he believes, threatens to be the 
most bloody -In history. 


"The origin of the whole trouble," de- 


clares Mr. Ho, "Is In the Interferences 
with our religion in China. I do not 
question the worthy intentions of the 
missionaries Who have gone there, but 
they have made the mistake of trying 
to convert people who are not educated 
as a race even to the point of religious 
tolerance. 
Good missionaries merely 


waste their energies and incense the 
people. Studying the history of the 
world, we find ttart almost every great 
war has been brought on by differences 
In religion. 


"There is another cause for the pi-es- 


ent uprising, aside from the purely re- 
ligious work of the missionaries. It so 
happened in China that whenever a 
missionary has been injured or killed 
in the country the nation which he 
represented has made the tragedy an 
occasion for asking grants of lands 
frora the Chinese government. I do 
not mean to say that they were not 
right in claiming Indemnity for ench 
Seeds, but this course, which has seem- 
fcd iXSCi^iar in the eyes of many of our 
people, who are extremely auspicious, 
has been misconstrued and misinter- 
preted. 


"I am positive from dispatches I 


have received that It was the original 
Intention of both the government and 
Boxers to respect the Peking legations. 
Otherwise It would have been easy to 
attack them before June 20. I am 
sure the government was ready to put 
lorth every effort to protect them. 


"Today I cannot speak so confident- 


ly. The bombardment of the Taku 
torts has changed the wholo aspect of 
the situation. As soon as the tidings 
If that act of hostility reached Peking 
I fear that the mob, which up to that 
moment had been held In control by 
the government, would become fren- 
Ued and get beyond Its control, for 
they would reason tkat-tbey were to 
be punished anyway, aud all reason 
For restraint would then have been 
irone. 


"From a politic point of view it 


jao.to.haye beoq.a fatal mla-. 


lake on the part of the"powers to have 
takea that aggressive step before they 
bad landed sufficient forces to be able 
to support It or to follow It up. They 
stirred up a beehive when not in posi- 
tion to accomplish anything. 
Instead 


of relieving the legations in Peking 
they aggravated the situation, stirring 
the Ignorant and maddened populace 
to frenzy. Such an act as firing upon 
the Taku forts, even In the case of an 
enlightened people, would have been In 
| tny opinion a serious error under the 


I tlrcomstances. 
The enraged people, 


i already on the warpath, would em- 
| ftrace such an opportunity for self jus- 
tification. I fear, knowing my race, 
that Peking rose en masse when the 
Intelligence reached there from Taku 
ind that they executed vengeance oil 
the legations. 
' "What effect a different policy would 


•' have had on the Chinese is, I think, 


»semplifled in the Attitude which LI 
Sung Chang, China's most progressive 
md influential statesman, has taken 
toward your Admiral Kempff, who ir£ 
fused to join in the bombardment. LI 
has invited the American admiral to 
accompany him on his mission to Pe- 
king for the purpose of pacifying the 
Chinese, and he has expressed a desire 
that the United States should act as 
Intermediary in the settlement of these 
troubles. ' 


"Admiral Kempff made a 'fine demon- 


stration of wisdom in declining to join 
in precipitating hostilities at Taku, 
and he has by his conduct won the 
confidence of the Chinese for his na- 
tion. At the same time he showed 
good military judgment, for the act of 
aggression was as useless as it was 
dangerous to the interests back of it 


"In my opinion, the powers would 


need an army of about 250,000 to sub- 
due this one northern province by 
force. Should there be a general up- 
rising throughout China, before they 
could do any sort of policing of that 
great territory, with its 400,000,000 
of people, or bring them under sub- 
jection, they would require not less 
than 1,000,000 soldiers, and many mil- 
lions of dollars would be wasted and 
millions of lives be sacrificed before 
the entire country could be brought 
under subjugation. 


"These zealots are not open to rea- 


son. They are possessed by strange 
superstitions, chief among which is 
the commonly accepted belief that the 
Europeans come to our country to ob- 
tain the eyes of the Chinese, especially 
of Chinese children, which are of value 
to them in mixing their medicines. 
Very many of the Boxers, probably by 
far the larger number, have never in 
their lives seen a European face and 
believe implicitly the horrible things 
told about foreigners. 


"The Chinese are well armed. They 


are well supplied with weapons of the 
latest pattern, many of them manufac- 
tured in our own great arsenals. Shang- 
tung province is notable for its men of 
fine physique and stature. This prov- 
ince could probably place in the field 
a large force, all closely approaching 
or exceeding six feet in height What- 
ever China may have been in the past, 
•he is no insignificant enemy to cope 
with today. Her strength is formida- 
ble, and if it is to be underestimated 
by invaders the result will be terrible 
Slaughter. 


"I speak for my countrymen In San 


Francisco a« well as myself when I 
say that we who have had the oppor- 
tunity of coming in contact with Amer- 
icans and Europeans deplore the pres- 
ent troubles, desiring as we do the 
friendship of foreigners, and we know- 
that after a time all Chinese will come 
to repose the same confidence and re- 
spect in the civilized powers that we do 
today. 
Their prejudice and antago- 


nisms are due to ignorance. 


"I do not want to appear to criticise 


the recent action taken at Taku, but I 
am convinced th,56>4he shortest cut to 
peace 
and 
satisfactory 
settlement 


would have been found by exercising 
greater patience and awaiting possible 
knowledge of tho condition of the le- 
gations. Even now, though the worst 
shall have, happened, It may not be too 
late to make peace. If the members of 
the legations have been murdered, you 
cannot bring them back to life by kill- 
ing in turn. A peaceful adjustment of 
the differences might be had and com- 
pensation secured. Such a policy would 
save many lives and enormous expend- 
itures on the part of the injured na- 
tions. 


"Hitherto the United States have al- 


ways led In wisdom and temperate 
Judgment. Their demonfl for an open 
door in the orient I regard as the best 
piece of diplomacy exhibited for years. 
Securing this open door for trade com- 


• petition Is a groat v,'.rtory for this 
jountry, better for .her .|^«a.to. control 


the wtiole of China. When America 
secures to herself the right of open 
competition in commerce, her trmd* 
methods and the merits of her maun-, 
factures are such that she has practi- 
cally turned the section under dtaou>

Major 
Marshall of Jersey City 


Heights, who for some years was em- 
ployed in the Chinese maritime service, 
told a reporter of the New York Post 
recently that the real cause of the Box- 
er trouble will be found In the fengshul 
and the trades unions. "It is very dif- 
ficult," he added, 'to give an idea as to 
the exact meaning of the fengshul. The 
word feng means mind and shui water, 
and the word means the Influences of 
the air. The railroads are terribly an- 
tagonistic to the Chinese Ideas of the 
respect that should be paid to the feng- 
Bhul. The height and location of depot 
and other buildings is of great conse- 
quence. If located In one spot, it ia 
bad fengshut; If in another perhaps on- 
ly 100 yards away, it is good fengshul. 
The height is very Important as pre- 
rcnting the influences of the air reach- 
Ing those dwellings at lower eleva- 
tions. 


"I can take you to a whole street of 


houses in Shanghai that were intended 
to be of three stories, but were stopped 
at two stories because they kept the 
fengshui from the Chinese buildings on 
the opposite side of the street. The 
skyscrapers of New York from a feng- 
Bhul point of view would drive China- 
men crazy, as they overlook their 
neighbors. It was the disrespect shown 
to the, fengshul by the 'French In 1870 
In erecting a .large tower for the 
French cathedral'" in Tlen-tsln that 
fcaused the massacre in that city la 
that year In which the French consul, 
the priests and the nuns lost their 
lives." 
.

BEE BUZZES. 


| 
Young queens always excel older ones 


in laying eggs. 


Never allow a swarm of bees to remain 


long after settling. 


Keep the brood as near the center of 


the hive as possible. 


Bees require close attention daring 


swarming time to avoid loss. 


Eoofs of hives of whatever kind should 


have a coat of paint every fall, as leaky 
roofs are very damaging. 


The quantity of surplus honey—either 


comb or extracted—depends very largely 
upon the management given now and 
during the next month. 


One of the most f requ«nt causes of rob- 


bing comes from the carelessness of the 
beekeeper in allowing honey to lie around 
where the bees can get at H. 


Keep all colonies confined in the brood 


chamber until they get strong. If this 
period comes at the time of the honey 
harvest, the bees will be in condition to 
receive tbe section boxes. 


Keep down an oversupply of drones. 


The best way to do this is to remove the 
drone comb. If the combs are all built 
on foundations, there will hardly be an 
oversttpply of drones.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic.

Bug-Mr, Wot Coffee, to Be the Great 


Crop of tie Future—Mile* ot Vlrela 
Soil In Snsar Bolt* Waiting For 
Han—Tobacco tne Poor Alaa'a Oroi>. 
Outlook For Owaaaei. 
The Hon. Charles H. Allen, civil gov- 


ernor of Porto Rico, arrived at New 
York recently on the United States 
auxiliary 
cruiser 
Mayflower, Com- 


mander Duncan Kennedy. The May- 
flower dropped anchor off Tompkins- 
vllle. Governor Alien was put ashore 
and went Immediately to the Hotel 
Manhattan, where Mrs. Allen was 
waiting for him. 


Governor Allen is a self contained, 


long headed New Kngland manufac- 
turer. Abaut his own work on the is- 
land and upon the political situation 
he will say little or nothing. In fact, 
bis remarks on these two subjects may 
be summed up in the following answer 
to a question put to him by a New 
York Sun reporter the other evening:. 
^)f my own work others must speak.' 
As to the political situation in Porto 
Rico, It speaks for itself." Of tbe nat- 
ural resources of the island, of the 
territory as a place to make one's home 
in, of Its material prosperity and the 
possibilities of its development, Gov- 
ernor Allen spoke unreservedly and 
enthusiastically. Among other things 
he said: 


"Porto Blco as a place to live in is 


Ideal. Its climate is healthy and de- 
lightful. The summer time in that lit- 
tle island is something to live for and, 
once experienced, is something to think 
ot when far away from it. In the 
cities It Is; hot, but wbat American city 
lan't hot In sommer? In tbe moun- 
tains, wbich are wltbln easy reach of 
the Important cities, one needs to slec 
under blankets to be comfortable, and 
: a night la tbe mountains will give In- 
' vigOiTatlon enough for two or three 
days' hard work in town. 


i 
"Speaking commercially, business is 


j booming in Porto Rico—that is to say, 
ifs booming as much as somewhat 
limited capital will permit. 
Hereto- 


' fore the principal crop of Porto Rico 
has been coffee, .but this has been, as it 
must continue to be, tbe rich man's 
crop, since it is impossible to grow cof- 
fee without capital. Up to this year 
coffee has furnished about six-tenths 
of the revenue ot the island. It will 
furnish nothing like that amount this 
year owing to the hurricane. While 
that did a lot of damage to tbe coffee 
bushes, stripping them of leaves and 


I berries, it acted as a great pruner, 
stripping from the busbes a great 
amount of dead wood which should 
have been cut away years ago. The re- 
sult of this pruning by the winds has 
been that the coffee busbes have taken 
a new lease of life, and they are grow- 
ing more luxuriantly than ever. Next 
year there will be a famous crop. 


"But coffee will not again be tbe 


great crop In Porto Rico. Since the 
Americans have ^occupied the islands 
the Porto Ricacs have found that they 
cau get out of old beaten paths and 
not get lost, and they can do things 
that their fathers never dreamed of 
doing and yet not die of nervous pros- 
tration. As a result, they are now 
giving more attention than ever before 
to tbe cultivation of sugar and tobacco. 
And sugar is to be the great Porto 
Rican crop of the future. It didn't 
take our friends long to appreciate the 
advantage ot growing sugar under the 
new tariff law. When they found that 
they could make about ?87 a ton in 
gold by growing sugar under the new 
tariff, they concluded that it would 
be a fine idea to grow sugar. 


"There are two sugar belts on the Is- 


land, one along tbe southern shore and 
one along the northern shore. Each 
belt is about 100 miles long and five 
miles wide. I have no idea how many 
acres either of these belts contains, but 
I do know that there are thousands 
and thousands of acres which a spade 
has never yet touched. As our people 
learn more about that island, Its cli- 
mate and its possibilities, they will take 
their capital down there to invest It la 
sugar plantations, and sugar will be- 
come the great crop of the island. 


"Then, too, the cultivation of tobacco 


Las been undertaken on a much larger 
ecale than ever before. This Is the 
poor man's crop. It requires little or 
no capital to grow tobacco. The plant 
requires no cultivation. Just give it a 
chance, and It will attend to its own 
business and grow just as If the fu- 
ture of the Island depended on its 
growth. A native can plant an acre of 
tobacco and make a living from his 
product. And, let me tell you. It's good 
tobacco, and the cigars made from it 
are mighty good cigars. They are Just 
us good as *.ny cigars I have ever been 
able to get in Cuba. To be sure, tbe 
price of tbe cigars and the tobacco has 
gone up somewhat since we have been 
In occupation, but you can still get a 
well made cigar of the finest tobacco 
for about 3 cents, American money. 


"But there Is still another crop which 


Is being developed down there, and 
that is oranges. You know an orange 
crop in Porto Rico Is never mined by 
frosts. Well, several Florida men who 
have bad sad experience with frosts in 
tbe Indian river country and elsewhere 
In Florida heard about tHS no frost 
winters in Porto Rico, and they have 
gone down there and started orange 
groves. The Porto Rico orange IB do- 
llctoue, sweet and Juicy, but it has a 
good many seeds. These Floridians 
have taken grafts from the orange 
trees along the Indian river and are 
now bodfljnf the Porto Rlcan trees, 
and they expect to secure an excellent 
Quality of fruit by this process."

K«i»layed to Aid tae Sick. 
Dr. Louis Klopsch, proprietor of The 


Christian Herald, who has been In In- 
dia superintending the- distribution of 
the supplies and food purchased for 
the relief of the people In the famine 
districts with the money of The Chris- 
tian Herald relief fund, arrived in New 
York on the Hamburg-American steam- 
ship Pennsylvania. 
In speaking of 


some of his visits in India he was par- 
ticularly Impressed with the efforts of 
the government to relieve distress and 
how these efforts were often futile. 
Poorhouses, hospitals and relief campa 
under native management were fre- 
quently found In a state of criminal 
neglect, but as soon as cases of this 
kind we^e reported to the government 
efforts were made at once to relieve the 
conditions. Dr. Klopsch described one 
of these hospitals at Dohad to a repre- 
sentative of the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. He said: 


"At Dohad the state of affairs was 


certainly the worst I have ever experi- 
enced in my life. The scenes in the 
poorhouse were distressing. One wo- 
man had gone stark mad and sat there 
vacantly staring at tbe scene about 
her. Out of 334 patients admitted in 
two weeks all but 30 died. Slclr. people 
lay on the cots, and food brought to 
them was actually dumped beside 
them. One sick person turning around 
put his body into the food. The air 
was microbe laden. Clothing was im- 
pregnated with the smells in the place, 
and it was two days before I could get 
tbe odor out of my nostrils. Outside 
in the sun, lying on the ground, was a 
nude woman In the last throes of chol- 
era. Next to her was another woman 
groaning and writhing In agony, while 
native attendants looked stoically on 
without making the least effort to as- 
sist these people. I had the women 
carried In and placed tinder shelter. 


"The explanation of the apparent 


carelessness of the attendant was that 
the poor things were low caste women, 
the inference being that they were not 
worth caring for. They were treated 
as if the officials had a grudge against 
them because they did not die fast 
enough. The manner In which these 
poor people were regarded by the na- 
tive attendants was Indicated by one 
instance. Regarding a man who waa 
in tbe death throes, I asked how long it 
would be before he died. 'Oh,' said the 
attendant, 'he should be dead in tea 
minutes, but he may live half a day.' 


"To make matters worse there was a 


plague of flies. There were millions of 
them, and they gorged themselves on 
tbe festering sores on people's bodies. 
Nobody made any attempt to drive 
these pests away. 


"I visited a relief camp at Vansar, 


near Khalra, where there were 7,000 
people engaged. Everything there was 
well ordered, the only drawback being 
that there was no shelter for day of 
night. 
The country around was de- 


populated, and the trees were lopped of 
their branches for fuel. 
The relief 


camp at Viramgaum I also found to be 
in good condition. I visited this place 
on a Sunday, and tbe people gathering 
around the carriage I took the opportu- 
nity of addressing them through the 
medium of an Interpreter. I told them 
that they ought to be thankful for 
what the government was doing for 
them. I mentioned that American 
sympathy for them had been aroused 
and if they would only hold off a little 
longer relief on a gigantic scale would 
surely come across the waters to them, 
and this, with what the government 
was doing, would soon relieve their dis- 
tress and give them a fresh start In 
life. I also visited the hospital at Vi- 
ramgaum, inspecting tbe smallpox and 
cholera wards, and found everything 
in excellent order. A few weeks before 
the hospital had been In a deplorable 
condition, but a Christian missionary 
had been permitted to try his hand at 
it, with the result that there was a 
great improvement. 


"While not presuming to recommend 


anything to the Indian government, It 
seems to me that ft would be a wise 
thing if tbe greatest possible use be 
made of the missionaries, who are will- 
Ing to work for nothing and can give 
Intelligent and efficient co-operation. 
The missionaries should be made hon- 
orary superintendents in the institu- 
tions, so that they can get some official 
footing and their requests and sugges- 
tions receive attention."

Best sheepswool carriage chamois from 15 to 


Evidence Given More Rapidly Today. 


Men May Piead at Present Ses- 


sion if Indictment is Found. 


Mrs. Grant's Visit 


The presentation of evidence in the 


cases of Grant and King to the grand 
jury was continued today in Pittsfleld, 
and at present seems likely to continue 
into tomorrow, on account of the very 
large number of witnesses summoned. 
Nearly all of the 62 appeared, but of- 
ficers came to this city yesterday after 
one or two who did not show ui>. 


The numbelr ot witnesse heard yes- 


terday was comparatively small, not a 
third of the whole number gtving their 
testimony. This was largely! because 
the most important witnesses, tVose 
with the longest stories to tell, were 
called first. It was believe;! last eve- 
ning that most of the long stories had 
been given, and, that the rest of the 
witnesses would occupy much less time. 


The case is a record breaker in the 


number of witnesses called before the 
grand jury, 60 being the largest num- 
ber ever summoned before the grand 
jury on a single case in this county, 
so far as is remembered. 


The presence of Attorney General 


Knowlton to help in the presentation of 
the case, reported yesterday, is of con- 
siderable interest, as showing the at- 
tention that he has given the case. 
Should the grand jury return an indict- 
ment against the men the case would 
pass ft-^m the hands of the district at- 
torney to the attorney general. 


The time of the report from the grand 


jury is uncertain, but TT will probably 
be made tomorrow, if the case is end- 
ed in time. The present case is the 
last to be presented to the jury. 


In case an indictment is found it is 


the ODinion of State Officer Dunham 
that the two men will be brous-ht into 
court to plead before the grand jury at 
this session. They have 30 dayB after 
receiving a copy of the indictment in 
which to make their pleas, however. 


It was the attorney general who in- 


sisted 'on having the grand jury sit in 
some other than the grand, jury room, 
on account of the latter's condition. 
"When he arrived he looked over the 
grand jury rooms and declared that 
they were unfit for the hearing and 
Messenger Evans was sent for. IT> 
suggested the use of the superior cou-t 
room and it was arrans^d ?hat th2 
grand jury should sit in that room.

company has been, having with its cold 
storage meat, as reported in this paper 
yesterday, has proved one of th? most 
unusual cases ever known locallv in 
connection with the meat business.

doubt 


as to the cause of the trouble, through 
which the meat was affected. Some of 
the users of the meat thought thov 
detected ammonia,, naphthalin aiid va- 
rious other substances, and the veidiet 
of some was that the company was 
selling "embalmed" beef. There have 
been no more such complaints for the 
last week or so, however. 


The company began to seek for the 


cause of the trouble as soon, as it was 
discovered and the meat has been ex- 
amined from time to time by a chemist. 
It has been decided the trouble probably 
comes from the building, the walls sur- 
:ounding U;" meat rooms bein^ in=;ui 
ated with n'tch and witfi papfir nre- 
raroa '-rrc:£l)y for such pur'VJjJS.

EXCEPTIONS FILED 


Professor Spring's Case Against Wil- 


liamstown Still Before Court 


Lawyer Charles E. Hlbbard filed with 


the superior court yesterday afternoon 
his exceptions in the case of Protfessoi 
Leverett W. Spring against the town 
of Williamstown. This1 suit was tried 
at the last June sitting of the court 
and Justice Hopkins instructed 
the 


Jury to find a verdict for the defendant. 


The suit grew out of injuries which 


the professor received one^la.y last year 
while riding his bicycle over a certain 
bridge in. Williamstown, caused, ft is 
alleged, by a defective railing. 


The court ruled that by a recent de- 


cision of the supreme court, the bicycle 
is not a carriage and furthermore he 
contended that if Professor Spring had 
been exercising due core the accident 
would never have happened. 


The attorneys for the plaintiff now 


base their exceptions on the opinion 
that the supreme court decision does 
not apply, to the case in question and 
that there was no reason for supposing 
the professor was not using due cn.re 
and vigilance.

Referendum Clause Killed 


in Debate Over Boston 


and Albany Lease 


CHARGES OF CORRUPTION 


Senator Tolman Among Those Attacked 


By Opponents of Bill. Night Ses- 


sion Held by House to Reach 


Final Vote 


The lower branch of the state legis- 


lature last evening passed to be en- 
giossed Hio Bostcji and Albany lease- 
bill by a vote of 124 to 50, and without 
ihe referendum clause inserted the oth- 
er day. This was killed earlier in the 
session by a vote of 143 to 53. 


Thee losing hours of the debate were 


full of excitement, there being several 
charges of corruption Jnade, some of 
which were afterwards denied. A mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote was put ower 
till today. 


Sixteen amendments were rejected 


and accepted, one of the latter beine; 
the Turtle amendment striking out the 
amendment clause, and the other the 
amendment of Mr. Apsey of Cambridge 
providing that $500,000 shall be expend- 
ed in double tracking the Grand Junc- 
tion road from Cottage Farms through 
Cambridge to East Boston:, and in 
abolishing gra*le crossings on that road. 


The closing fight was on. the amend- 


ment of Mr. Dean, ot Wakefield that 
employes of the New York Central in 
Massachusetts' should be paid the same 
rate of wages as paid by the Albany, 
this being rejected by a vote of 111 to 
104. 


It was on the rejection of this amend- 


ment by a rising vote chat Mr. Dean 
made his charges that "members were 
skulking- into- the lobbied to avoid vot- 
ing; 
that it was common talk that 


the members were being1 paid or offered 
$300 apiece to vote against the amend- 
ments and in favor of the bill." 


Mr. Dean said later that he had no 


proof of this, but had simply repeated 
what was common rumor. 


Again in debate, Mr. Carey (social- 


democrat) of Haverhlll, raised the point 
that two members of the railroad com- 
mittee, Mr. Dewey of Westfield and 
Senator Teaman of Plttsfield, had no 
right to sit in judgment on the bill, as 
they were both stockholders of the Bos- 
ton and Albany road. 


He afterwards stated that Senator 


Tolman's shares had been disposed of. 
Mr. Dewey stated that he had only 
owned one shares, which he sold when 
appointed to the committee. 


Later on in the voting, Mr. Dean 


challenged the pair announced by Mr. 
Salter of Lynn with W. L. Brooks of 
Canton. Mr. Salter produced the au- 
thority for the vote in the shape of a 
telegram from Mr. Brooks. 
Mr. Mc- 


Isaac of Boston then challenged the 
pair on. the ground, that Mr. Brooks is 
a stockholder in the Boston, and Al- 
bany. 


The chair ruled that he had no proof 


to support his claim, but Mr. Salter 
withdrew the pair rather than involve 
Mr. Brooks in a controversy. 


Immediately on announcement of the 


vote, Mr. Langford of Newton moved a 
reconsideration of the vote. Thereupon 
Mr. Mellen of Worcester moved to lay 
the motion for a reconsideration over 
until today and ini so doing character- 
ized the rulings of the speaker as most 
extraordinary. He fiercely condemned 
the attempt to force reconsideration 
before adjournment. 


The house finally voted to postpone 


the motion for reconsideration until to- 
day, this course being favored by many 
who had been prominent in support 
of the bill. 


Other Legislative matters 


There was considerable debate in the 


senate 'Cm the bill prohibiting the re- 
quvrement of contractors on public 
works that their employes shall board 
in and patronize the contractors' es- 
tablishments. The bill was ordered to 
a third reading, 23 to 3, passed to be en- 
grossed, and sent to the house. 


The holuse committee on cities, on 


the part of the house, reported refer- 
ence to the next legislature on the bill 
relative to blasting' in cities and towns. 
Dissent is recorded by Messrs. Newton 
of Everett, Hunt of Worcester, Foster 
of Boston» Brown of this city and Mini- 
han of Cambridge.

In one place a 
physician contested thei provision of the 
law requiring every rider on the side 
paths to wear a badge, but after bring- 
ing the case he abandoned it and paid 
the.fine imposed.
